Public Safety Complex Updates 

Jon Lemieux was present to update the Commission. Roofs are water tight, apparatus roof remains, 

block walls almost complete, mason set to be done by end of week, and windows will be done next 

week. Jon brought photos of up-to-date status of construction. Interior space is beginning to come 

together. The budget is tracking fine, still on budget. There are currently $193,000 working PCO’s.

Joe Sullivan was present to update the Commission. Interior studding/electrical/HVAC are all in 

full swing. The ceiling in Program Room will be done next week. The main stairwell has been 

built/framed. Daedalus says they are still working towards the end of January 2017 for completion 

date. Over 55% has been complete at this point. Manpower was increased (ie. carpenters) recently 

after Joe Sullivan suggested from observation to make up for any loss of schedule. The timing of 

the framing construction was slowing down other areas of progress, such as the vapor protection 

and roofing. Productivity has increased substantially. Rough grade of the upper parking lost has 

been placed.
